Powers’ phy sician who has been 
treatin g her for a n ervous con d i 
tion an d a broken leg suffered in 
a ski accid en t in Turkey . Baugh 
released to reporters a statemen t 
prepared by Mrs. Powers which

Powers wrote that he faces 
from seven y ears imprison men t to 
d eath for flights over the Soviet 
Un ion . But he told his wife that 
he still hopes to build their d ream 
house in the Un ited States. 
He said “he has n o id ea of his 
fate,” but has been in formed by 
Russian authorities he will be 
tried for espion age un d er the So­ 
viet’s crimin al cod e. 
The pilot wrote that Soviet offi­ 
cials had told him an y of his rela­ 
tives would be welcome. 
Mrs. Powers had n ot an n oun ced 
an y plan s to go to Russia but has 
n ot d en ied she will try to make 
the trip. Her father-in -law. Oliver 
Powers of Poun d , Va., said Mon 
d ay he will visit his son in about 
60 d ay s.

remark and what lang u ag e to u se. Bu t Khru sh­ 
chev g iv es plain ev idence o f o v erdo ing what­ 
ev er he has in mind. 
The secret o f his bu ng ling pro bably is that 
in his o wn bailiwick he g ets no thing bu t praise 
becau se it isn't safe to u tter any thing else. A 
man in su ch a po sitio n is su re to lo se his per­ 
spectiv e and misinterpret the co nstant wav e o f 
applau se that meets his o u tbu rsts. 
Khru shchev ’s g ame seems to be to g o 
thro u g h all the mo tio ns o f war sho rt o f actu ally 
pressing the bu tto n, bu t a du lled weapo n is the 
penalty o f scaring peo ple to o o ften.

This is the widespread, 
permanent Fifth Co lu mn which ev ery natio n faces. It 
L this fo rce which captu red Cu ba: it is this fo rce 
which is no w sending y o u ng peo ple into snake-dances 
in Japan. 


W’ha t po wer ha v e we been a ble to let lo o se to 
ro untera et this Influence? Thus fa r. there ha s been 
v ery little. The LSIA do es a certa in a mo unt o f 
wo rk but It is ha mpered a s a g o v ernment a g ency . 
The Vo ice o f America ha s do ne so mething but It 
ha s no t fired the spirit o f y o uth a ny where. MRA— 
the Mo ra l Re-Arma ment mo v ement — ha s, in a 
mea sure, been effectiv e wherev er It ha s been a ble 
to wo rk. 


Senato r Karl Mu ndt has been stu dy ing this pro b­ 
lem fo r many y ears and he has co me u p with the 
pro po sal fo r a “Freedo m Academy ” charg ed with 
u ndertaking a dev elo pment and training pro g ram 
aimed at dev elo ping an integ rated co ld war o pera­ 
tio nal science and training g o v ernment perso nnel, pri­ 
v ate citizens and fo reig n stu dents in this science.” 
One (rf o u r majo r pro blems in the Co ld War is 
that Co mmu nism is to Americans an elu siv e idea. 
Adv o cated in the Marx ian co ncept since 1848. well 
do cu mented by briHiant writers, discu ssed pro and 
co n in tho u sands o f u niv ersities, meeting ro o ms and 
beer halis. in the United States this co ncept and 
mo v ement made v ery little impressio n u ntil the Bo l­ 
shev ik Rev o lu tio n o f 1917 fo rced u s to ackno wledg e its 
ex istence. Ev « i then, we ig no red the essential natu re 
o f Marx ian so cio lo g y and dev o ted o u rselv es to a 
criticism o f its eco no mics. 
Anti-Co mmu nism o ften 
to o k o n absu rd fo rms, su ch as anti-Semitism o r anti- 
Catho licism o r anti-Neg ro , depending u po n the natu re 
o f the anti-g ro u p. Tho se who do no t u nderstand Marx ­ 
ism canno t kno w ho w to attack Ckwnmu nism. 
To this ex tent, the Freedo m Academy can hav e 
meaning . The Co mmu nists hav e su ch scho o ls in Mo s­ 
co w. Lening rad. Tashkent, Prag u e and eisewhere. The 
Prag u e scho o l, fo r instance, specializes in training 
Latin Americans and Africans, whUe the Tashkent 
scho o l trakv s Co nmiu nists fro m Islamic co u ntries. What 
are these men and wo men trained fo r’ They are 
trained fo r su bv ersio n and pro pag anda. Bu t the su b­ 
jects they stu dy are po ditics, ideo lo g ical co ncepts, 
psy cho lo g ical warfare, so cio lo g y , eco no mic and mili­ 
tary metho ds, etc. When a trained Co mmu nist g o es 
into a co u ntry , he kno ws the lang u ag e, histo ry , 
so cio lo g y , relig io ns o f the peo ple. He can rapidly 
relate himself to the peo ple. 


They a re mo tiv a ted huma n being s. Their mo ­ 
tiv a tio n is no t o nly po litica l but pa trio tic. Sena to r 
Mundt ha s serv ed o n ma ny co mmittees o f bo th 
Ho uses o f Co ng ress which held pro lo ng ed hea ring s 
into Co mmunist a ctiv ities in this co untry . He ha s 
undo ubtedly witnessed America ns rise to testily 
a g a inst Co mmunist a ctiv ity who did no t kno w wha t 
they were ta lking a bo ut. He ha s undo ubtedly hea rd 
America n fello w tra v ellers ma ke sta tements a bo ut 
Co mmunism which were unrela ted to a ny thing . 
He ha s sa id o f the Freedo m Aca demy : 


• The u ltimate pu rpo se o f the Freedo m Academy 
J i s to train a cadre o f dedicated Anti-Co mmu nists to 
^ lead and direct the fo rces o f freedo m o n the po litical 
and psy cho lo g ical batUefro nts o f the wo rld. To effec­ 
tiv ely o ffset and defeat Co mmu nist o rg anizatio nal 
weapo ns, we need trained and dedicated peo ple who 
u nderstand Co mmu nist strateg j’ and who appreciate 
the tactics and the realities o f a to tal g lo bal po wer 
stru g g le.

Nikita Khrushchev, by his constant yam­ 
mering. has become an international bore, and 
has worn out his power to scare. This seem s to 
be the consensus in Washington and there may 
be more substance to such observations than 
m eets the eye. 


Russian Communist leaders are said to be 
consummate psychologists who have made a 
deep study of propaganda and therefore know 
just where and when to make a world-shaking 
remark and what language to use. But Khrush­ 
chev gives plain evidence of overdoing what­ 
ever he has in mind. 
The secret of his bungling probably is that 
in his own bailiwick he gets nothing but praise 
because it isn t safe to utter anything else. A 
man in such a position is sure to lose his per­ 
spective and misinterpret the constant wave of 
applause that meets his outbursts. 
K hrushchevs game 
seem s to 
be 
to go 
through all the motions of war short of actually 
pressing the button, but a dulled weapon is the 
penalty of scaring people too often. 
The bungling psychology of this situation is 
analogous to that of the old school-book story 
about the “boy who cried w olf.” He overdid it, 
the result being that people quit paying atten­ 
tion to him. 
If the Soviet boss keeps on screaming at 
the United States the tim e will soon come when 
the people of the Western countries will yawn 
and turn a deaf ear.

What do we mean by freedom? Wheel we speak 
of the free nations, to contrast them with the Soviet 
bloc, what do we wish to convey? Can we win to our 
side the nations of .Asia. Africa and Latin America 
by favoring capitalism in opposition to some kind of 
socialism'’ 
In a word, in the Cold War. what are our weapons’ 
The most effective weapons are words, ideas trans- 
la ;ed into words, powerfully emotional slogans that 
drive men and women to frenzy. These are the weapons 
that Soviet Russia bas used to build Communist parties 
in every country on Earth. Thus ic the widespread, 
permanent Fifth Column which every nation faces 
It 
is 'his force which captured Cuba; it is this force 
which is now sending young people into snake-dances 
in Japan. 


What power have we been able to let loose to 
counteract this influence? Thus far, there has been 
very little. The L'SIA does a certain amount of 
work but it is hampered as a government agency. 
The Voice of America has done something but it 
has not fired the spirit of youth anywhere. MBA— 
the Moral Re-Armament movement — has, In a 
measure, been effective wherever It has been able 
to work. 


Senator Karl Mundt has been studying thus prob­ 
lem for many years and he has come up with the 
proposal for a “Freedom Academy” charged with 
undertaking 
a development 
and training program 
aimed at developing an integrated cold war opera­ 
tional science and training government personnel, pri­ 
vate citizens and foreign students in this science.” 
One of our major problems in the Cold War is 
that Communism us to Americans an elusive idea. 
Advocated in the Marxian concept since 1648. well 
documented by brilliant writers, discussed pro and 
con in thousands of universities, meeting rooms and 
beer halls, in the United States this concept and 
movement made very little impression until the Bol­ 
shevik Revolution of 1917 forced us to acknowledge its 
existence. Even then, we ignored the essential nature 
of Marxian sociology and devoted ourselves to a 
criticism of its economics. 
Anti-Communism often 
took on absurd forms, such as anti-Semitism or anti- 
Catholicism or anti-Negro, depending upon the nature 
of the anti-group. Those who do not understand Marx­ 
ism cannot know how to attack Communism 
To this extent, the Freedom Academy can have 
meaning 
The Communists have such schools in Mos­ 
cow. Leningrad. Tashkent. Prague and elsewhere The 
Prague school, for instance, specializes in training 
Latin Americans and Africans, while the Tashkent 
school trains Communists from Islamic countries What 
are these men and women trained for’ 
They are 
trained for subversion and propaganda. But the sub­ 
jects they study are politics, ideological concepts, 
psychological warfare, sociology, economic and mili­ 
tary methods, etc. 
When a trained Communist goes 
into a country, 
he knows the language, 
history, 
sociology, religions of the people. 
He can rapidly 
relate himself to the people. 


They are motivated human beings. Their mo- 
Ovation is not only political but patriotic, .Senator 
Mundt has served on many committees of both 
Houses of Congress which held prolonged hearings 
into Communist activities in this country. He has 
undoubtedly witnessed Americans rise to testify 
against Communist activity who did not know what 
they were talking about. He has undoubtedly heard 
American fellow travellers make statements about 
Communism which were unrelated to anything. 
He has said of the Freedom Academy: 


‘ The ultimate purpose of the Freedom Academy 
% Is to tram a cadre of dedicated Anti-Communists to 
lead and direct the forces of freedom on the political 
and psychological battlefronts of the world. To effec­ 
t s ely offset and defeat Communist organizational 
weapons, we need trained and dedicated people who 
understand Communist strategy and who appreciate 
the tactics and the realities of a total global power 
struggle 
In this way we would have the means and 
objectives of providing the Free World with skilled 
operatives to promote freedom’s side of this Cold War. 
We are late in developing proper and effective methods 
of repelling the Communist conspiracy. But there is 
still time if we devote our great American talents, 
vision, and resources to this immediate problem.” 
The idea is sound if it is possible to find a staff 
who will face the truth honestly and deal with prob­ 
lems with an accent on what they really are and not 
what anyone wants them to be. Perhaps this is the 
time to explore its possibilities.

WASHINGTON - A myth has 
been built up that the “indepen­ 
dents'' 
constitute 
the 
best-in­ 
formed group in the entire elec­ 
torate. 
This writer has never accepted 
such a view and has contended 
just the opposite — namely, that 
the 
independents 
are 
swayed 
much more by superficial than 
critical analysis of the issues. 
A book, entitled “The Ameri­ 
can Voter,” has just been pub­ 
lished which throws considerable 
light on the subject. Since it 
comes from academic sources, it 
might attract the attention of the 
many 
academicians 
who 
have 
from time to time been unwitting­ 
ly exaggerating the importance 
of the “independent” vote. 
The book was written by Pro­ 
fessors Angus Campbell. Philip 
Converse. Warren Miller and Don­ 
ald Stokes — members of the 
Survey Research Center at the 
University of Michigan. All of 
them are in the field of political 
science and have participated in 
many surveys and researches on 
voter attitudes. 
Far from confirming the wide­ 
spread 
impression 
that 
“inde­ 
pendents” are thoughtful, well­ 
informed persons who have a 
profound knowledge of political 
issues, the Michigan experts con­ 
tend that the voter who is con­ 
sistently identified with one or 
the other of the political parties 
is likely to know more about the 
issues than is the independent. 
Some extracts from 
the 
book 
read as follows; 
“The stronger the individual’s 
sense of attachment to one of the 
parties, the greater his psycho­ 
logical involvement in political 
affairs. 
“The association is easily miss­ 
ed in popular accounts of elec­ 
toral behavior The ideal of the 
independent citizen, attentive to 
politics concerned with the course 
of government, who weighs the 
rival appeals of a campaign and 
reaches a judgment that is un­ 
swayed 
by 
partisan 
prejudice, 
has had such a vigorous history 
in the tradition of political re*

form — and has such a hold on 
cine education today — that one 
could easily suppose 
that 
the 
habitual partisan has the more 
limited interest and concern with 
politics. 
“But if the usual Image of the 
independent voter is intended as 
more than a normative ideal, it 
fits poorly the characteristics of 
the independents in our samples. 
“Far from being more atten­ 
tive, 
interested, 
and 
informed, 
independents tend as a group to 
be somewhat less 
involved 
in 
politics. 
They 
have 
somewhat 
poorer knowledge of the issues. 
their image of the candidates is 
fainter, their interest in the cam­ 


paign is less. their concern over 
the outcome is relatively slight, 
and their choice between compet­ 
ing 
candidates, 
although 
it 
is 
indeed made later in the cam ­ 
paign. seems much less to spring 
from discoverable evaluations of 
the elements of national politics.” 
Detailed studies and polls show 
that of those citizens who are 
strongly identified with one or 
the other of the parties. 62 per 
cent “care very much” whereas 
18 per cent “do not care very 
much or don't care at all.” This 
contrasts with the record of the 
so-called “independents” who are 
divided 
almost 
50-50 
between 
those who “care very much” and 
those who “do not care very

TOPS TWO MILLION — The 
1960 census indicates that the 
Washington 
metropolitan 
area 
has 
crossed 
the 
two 
million 
mark, although the District of 
Columbia wnll probably show a 
population decline from the 1950 
total 
Washington apparently is fol­ 
lowing the pattern being exper­ 
ienced 
by 
other 
metropolitan 
areas around the country- People 
are moving out of the central 
city into the suburbs 
Wallington has a unique prob­ 
lem in trying to cope with this 
shift, however, in that other cit­ 
ies can expand their borders. 
Washington’s is fixed by Con­ 
gress and has not been changed 
for many years 
This means that the central 
city must find funds to finance 
road and other public utility and 
health and charity s e r v i c e s , 
many of which are utilized by 
suburbanites who work rn the 
capital but do not pay real es­ 
tate or other taxes there. 


Some cities have resorted to 
payroll taxes to make up this de­ 
ficiency, hut again, Washington’s 
situation is unique because Con­ 
gress is its governing body and 
would have to pass a law to per­ 
mit this. It is unfortunately true 
that congressmen vote on Wash­ 
ington matters from the stand­ 
point of the principles they es­ 
pouse hack home 
Thus, for example. Washington 
had difficulty for years in going 
on daylight time with other met­ 
ropolitan 
areas 
because 
rural 
representatives did not want to 
vote against the desires of farm­ 
ers, even though it affected only 
Washington and had nothing to 
do writh the time a farmer had to 
get up to milk his cows. 
In the present state of things. 
Congress is reluctant to provide 
money for Washington municipal 
needs or give it the necessary 
laws to be self sufficient 
Thus, 
the importance of the population 
shift out of the city. 


much or don't care at all “ 
The authors say: 
“The indi­ 
vidual who has a strong and con­ 
tinuing involvement in politics is 
more likely to develop a commit­ 
ment to one or the other of the 
major parties. And the individual 
who has such a commitment us 
likely to have his interest and 
concern with politics sustained 
at a higher level.” 
This is but 
another way of 
saying that the so-called “inde­ 
pendents” are people who have 
not learned 
much 
from 
lofty 
speeches or pronouncements and 
are swayed in each campaign by 
emotional or economic consider­ 
ations. This is the very opposite 
of the position often expressed 
by the so-called “liberals.” who 
have tried consistently to foster 
the idea that the “independent” 
holds the balance of power and 
that he must be appealed to on 
the highest level of highbrowism. 
The truth is that the word “in­ 
dependent'’ is a misnomer. In 
England, they are far more real­ 
istic about it They call the un­ 
certain voters “switch” voters. 
This is because they go from 
party to party in each election, 
depending upon which way the 
wind is blowing from the eco­ 
nomic standpoint. 
Many of these “switch” voters 
do not go to the polls at all. If 
they are satisfied with current 
economic 
conditions, 
they 
are 
more than likely to stay at home 
rather than bother to cast a vote. 
When, however, they are aroused 
by some issue, whether economic 
or emotional — like corruption or 
a threat of war — these same 
voters show up at the polls. 
The integrity of an administra­ 
tion can become the important 
issue in a 
national campaign, 
and emotions can 
be 
aroused 
over war and peace In the ab­ 
sence of any emotional 
issue, 
economic considerations usually 
influence the vast majority of 
the voters. If they are satisfied, 
they continue the party in power. 
If they are displeased, they turn 
to the opposite party.

when available—are better sol­ 
vents. The poisonous sap works 
fast and must be removed within 
a few minuter. It is too late 
once the material is absorbed 
into the skin 
When the die is cast, the vic­ 
tim must rely on soothing oint­ 
ments such as those containing 
an antihistaminic or a corticos­ 
teroid. But these salves are not 
as effective as tablets containing 
cortisone, 
medrol, or predniso­ 
lone, which offer temporary re­ 
lief until the poison is eliminated 
Nevada is the only state in the 
Union with no poison ivy. The 
plant is easy to detect and a good 
policy is to be on the lookout for 
it 
whenever 
walking 
through 
fields, forests, or bush 
Remem­ 
ber. too. urushiol may be brought 
into the house on the fur of a pet 
hound or on a log for the fire­ 
place.

“Rather he will be tried on 
concrete evidence and the testi­ 
mony of w itnesses who saw him 
commit murder. My government 
ti now planning to bring witnes­ 
ses from all over the world. I 
have suggested that the 18 nations 
whose nationals were murdered 
lr 
Eichm aim's 
concentration 
camps be invited to send observ­ 
ers to the trial — not to give 
evidence, but to be satisfied that 
justice is done. 
“It is only natural that many 
Jews are impatient,” said the 
man who was 
patient 
for 
16 
years 
in tracking down 
Eich­ 
mann. “Some would like to see 
him hung immediately 
But jus­ 
tice is not going to be hurried. 
It will take perhaps half a year 
to prepare for trial.” 
I asked Friedmann about the 
efforts of the Israeli Minister of 
Justice. Dr 
Pinhas 
Rosen, to 
restrict comment in the Israeli 
press. 
“Under Israeli law,” explained 
Friedmann, 
“the press is not 
permitted to comment on a trial 
in any way that would prejudice 
the right of a fair trial. Some of 
the press felt that this was not 
just an ordinary criminal and 
they had the right to demand 
prompt and vigorous punishment 
for Eichmann 
“So the 
Minister of Justice 
went 
before the 
Knesset, our 
parliament.” 
explained 
Fried­ 
mann. “and asked that the laws 
of fair trial in Israel be applied 
also to the Eichmann case and 
that there be no press editoriali­ 
zation regarding his punishment. 
The Knesset backed him up — 
further evidence that Eichmann 
will be tried fairly.” 
Enormity Of The Crime 
At the age of 16 Friedman, 
now 41, was a prisoner in a Nazi 
ammunition factory*. Toward the 
end of the war. at the age of 20, 
he dug a tunnel and escaped,

joining the Polish underground 
and has spent his life tracking 
down those who murdered his 
father, his mother, and 6.000,000 
Jews. 


In the years that have passed, 
people's memories have dimmed 
regarding the enormity of the 
tragedy perpetrated against the 
Jewish people — and the part 
Eichmann played in it. Fried­ 
mann recalled some of the back­ 
ground. 


“There were four stages of 
anti-Semitism in Germany." he 
said. 
“They got worse as the 
stages progressed. The first stage 
was between 1933 and 1938 at 
which time Hitler didn’t murder 
the Jews. He merely took their 
property away. 
“The second stage was 
be­ 
tween 1938-40 when Jews were 
ordered to leave their homes, 
with their possessions remaining 
behind 
This was an effort to 
r.ake it so difficult for Jews that 
they would get out of Germany. 
ti ut the Jews had lived in their 
towns and villages for hundreds 
of years and were not discour­ 
aged easily. 
“Then came the third stage be­ 
tween 1940-42,” said Friedmann. 
“by this time the war was on, 
and Hitler’s SS men set up ghet­ 
tos to isolate the Jews from the 
Christian community. 
“They were confined 
behind 
barbcd-wire entanglements in the 
worst slum sections of the cities, 
about IO people in a room, some­ 
times a vast population in a few 
city blocks. Disease broke out. 
Hunger was unbelievable. People 
began to die by the hundreds. 
There was a constant stream of 
hearses leaving these ghettos. 
“However, this treatment of 
the Jews was both expensive and 
dangerous. Disease could spread 
and it was expensive to bury the 
dead. 
“It was at this point.” said 
Friedmann, 
“that 
Eichmann* 
fiendish genius for killing people 
a* the lowest cost possible enter­ 
ed 
the 
picture.

It s an old picture, a group of 
61 stern men looking toward the 
camera. It was published in the 
Jersey Journal a few weeks ago 
and. 
underneath, 
the 
caption 
said 
“The officers and men of 
Jersey City’s Fifth Precinct pose 
for a formal portrait with other 
police officials in 1913 .»utside the 
old station house at Ocean and 
Cator Avenues ” 
Just a bunch of cops They had 
recency discarded the old fawn 
colored helmet for the peaked 
cap 
They still wore the long 
coats with the double row of 
brass 
buttons 
and 
the patent 
leather belt with the place in the 
back for the nightstick Most of 
them wore mustaches, because it 
was manly to grow them. 
The majority of these men are 
dead. A few are left, a precious 
few. In the third row center is 
my father, a young man of 29, 
skinny and serious. Directly in 
front of him is Alonzo Tier. my 
mother’s dad. who was ready for 
retirement m 1913 
There is a story in most of 
these faces. The big fat man rn 
the wing collar and th#1 derby 
was Chief Frank Monaghan He 
had a rich brogue and when he 
spoke through the mustache, .t 
sounded as though he had a doz­ 
en ball bearings (Hi his tongue. 
Once he paid a photographer 
to take his picture on the steps 
of City Hall. He sent a copy back 
to Ireland with a notation “Here 
I am on the steps of my home in 
America. I want one and all to 
know that I am doing we!’ in the 
new country.” 
Inspector Phillip Leonard the 
man standi ig next to the chief, 
had more dignity than any man 
in town. In many ways, he was 
a natural puritan 
It was In­ 
spector Leonard's luck, one night 
around 1912, to be riding on an 
open air trolley when a stout 
v oman spatted 
him 
She 
had 
been on a Sunday picnic and had 
hiccups 
She announced loudly 
she had never met him, but that 
she had admired him from afar. 
Then she threw her arms around 
him and the inspector’* hat went 
off the trolley So did the mspec- 
to,. 
She followed him up Bramhall 
Avenue, shouting protestations of 
esteem, and it was a warm night 
and the windows were open and 
the w'hole neighborhood heard it. 
He was a pale, shaken man for 
weeks 
In the second row, chin up. is 
the handsome face of Patrolman 
James 
Doherty. 
He 
had eye­ 
brows like thick black crayon 
Three years after posing for the 
picture, he would be patrolling 
the waterfront at night near Cav­ 
al) Point There was a little fire. 
a violent explosion, and Doherty 
would be the only person killed 
it the explosion at Black Tom 
Two removed from him was 
Patrolman Thomas O’Connor La­ 
ter. he would be a lieutenant in 
this precinct, but, before that, 
tragedy would hit him hard 
In 
1918, he w'ould lose a beautiful 
vile and a lovely mother-in-law 
to influenza within three days. 
My grandfather, who looks fifty- 
ish in the picture — about the 
way I do now — would retire a 
few months after posing because 


a boy whom he used to run off 
the street corners with a night­ 
stick was getting ahead in pol­ 
itic* The kid was Frank Hague. 
On the sides of the photo are 
four mounted policemen. One of 
them used to do an 8-to-4 tour of 
duty and there was a brewery (Hi 
his post. At 3.50 p m every day, 
he and the horse used to come 
down Cator Avenue, both drunk. 
The policeman drank hi* beer 
out of a mug. The horse drank 
it out of a pail The nag stagger­ 
ed from one side of Cator to the 
other, and the cop seemed al­ 
ways to be leaning to the oppo­ 
site side. 
At the far end of the fourth row 
was Patrolman Dennis O'Brien 
He was a good policeman and a 
good friend to my father. He used 
to have O'Connor and Bishop to 
Ixs house on Sunday afternoons, 
and they had good times to­ 
gether 
One night Dinny was on ambu­ 
lance duty and was told to guard 
a prisoner who had been injured. 
O Brien sat in the hospital room 
with him 
After a while. Dmny 
dozed. The prisoner didnt 
He 
got up. sneaked a gun out of hi* 
effects, and shot O'Brien 
The 
bullet stopped beside the spine. 
Dinny lived for years, in pain 
and paralyzed 
There were no 
m ire gay Sunday afternoons 
The tall stately man in front 
was 
Lieutenant 
Tom 
Finney. 
Next week, his son. Lieutenant 
Tom Finney, will retire 
Ifs an old picture, published 
as a sort of museum piece. There 
are 61 men in it and all of them 
had high hopes for the future. 
Some turned out to be heroes. 
Some turned out to be funny A 
few were tragic. All of them, so 
far as is known, turned out to be 
on the level 
Except, of course, 
one horse, who shall be name­ 
less . . .
